Alger is talking of joining M ar­ 
quette County under this act and 
M ackinac and Luce counties are 
planning to join Chippewa. 
Neighboring Menominee County 
has over 5,000 school membership 
and would not be affected and 
Delta has over 8,000 and so is not 
affected.

House Conference on Youth Com­ 
mittees. “Nothing has happened in 
an organized way,” said Rabino- 
vitz.

Foreign Aid Policy 


A Presidential committee headed by General Lucius D. 
Clay has told President Kennedy that the present $3.9 bil­ 
lion foreign aid program is $500 million too big and should be 
cut even further in future years. The committee concluded 
that long term foreign aid was essential to United States 
security but that it would be more effective if smaller and 
more efficiently administered. 
General Clay in personal comment said that he believed 
that “a lot of money has been wasted” in the foreign aid 
program. This should come as a surprise to no one. although 
it has never been said so authoritatively before as by this 
prestigious leader who headed a presidential study which 
examined the foreign aid program for three months. 
That the committee’s report will be a bomb-shell in 
Washington is certain. The President’s own group counsel 
has told him that not only are we spending too much for 
too little, but that we're injuring our internal security, which 
is our basic strength.

The committee’s report is a scathing indictment of gov­ 
ernmental ineptitude. It says we’re trying to give too much 
to too many, not using enough private enterprise abroad, 
aiding foreign governments compete with private endeavors, 
giving away money to impress foreign rulers, balk Soviet aid 
or keep foreign regimes in power; carrying the United Na­ 
tions when other members won’t, carrying a program too 
large for the administration of the skilled administrators 
available, overcompensating nations for bases, giving aid to 
nations that don’t treat America fairly. 
There has been smoke signaling this judgment on the 
foreign aid program for years and now wre have the fire. 
The careful reader will note that the committee does not sug­ 
gest that the foreign aid program be done away with.

Q — I have had pooriasia for 
eight years, and have tried many 
drugstore remedies without suc­ 
cess. Is there any cure? 
A — Psoriasis is a chronic skin 
disease that is very resistant to 
treatm ent. Fortunately, it does not 
produce any scarring and does not 
affect a person’s general health. 
Almost every known 
drug 
has 
ben tried, but until very recently 
results have been disappointing. 
Now there are two creams for lo­ 
cal application that in a large pro­ 
portion of sufferers clear up the 
spots in two or three weeks. 
One contains fluocinolone aceto- 
nide (Synalar), which is one of 
the newer steroid hormones. The 
best results are obtained when, 
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after applying the cream, a moist 
cloth is used to cover the area and 
the cloth is covered with oil pa­ 
per or cellophane to prevent dry­ 
ing. This is not a cure, but, after 
the spots have cleared the disease 
can be kept under control with 
fewer treatm ents. 
The other cream contains anth­ 
ralin allantoin (A nthryl Cream ). 
It must not be used on acutely in­ 
flamed spots or near the eyes.
